If  ^otr  tske-your  car, 
to  Louisville,  you  will  especially 
enjoy  driving  through  the  six 
major  parks,  part  of  one  of  the 
country’s  finest  system  of  nat¬ 
urally-preserved  parks. 

Seneca  and  Cherokee  Parks, 
which  adjoin  each  other,  are  rea¬ 
ched  via  Lexington  Road  just! 
west  of  Southern  B^tist  .  ^Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary.  Iroquois' Park 
at  the  Southern  edge  of  the  city 
has  scenic  drives  and  a  high 
view  lookout. 

The  seminary,  at  2825  Lexing¬ 
ton  Rd.  in  east  Louisville,  has  a 
beautiful  rolling  campus.

Nashville,  which  has  home  of¬ 
fices  in  Louisville  and  is  one  of 
eight  trunk  lines  now  serving 
the  City,  was  completed  to  Nash¬ 
ville  in  1859.

The  diacovery  of  a  manuscript 
of  tha  soeaUed  GOSPEL  OP 
THOBIAS  has  aroused  much  in 
terest  in  the  miodn.o|  thinking 
Bible  I  atudenta  dui^l^  repeat 
^ays.  ,  ^ 

It  was  in  1945  that  Egyptian 
peasants  discov««d  this  manu 
script  in  the  chalky  Ui^eatone 
cliffs  about  60  mUes  from  Luxor 
Egypt  It  has  been  largely  thru 
the  efforts  of  the  French  scho- 
nr.  Professor  Henri  C.  Peueb 
of  the  College  of  France,  that 
this  manuscript  has  received  at¬ 
tention. 

Such  discoveries  are  always 
Interesting.  It  is  often  true,  how¬ 
ever,  that  tha  popular  preaen 
tation  of  such  Mta  tends  to  be 
spect|cular,  sometimes  omitting 
or  obscuring  vttal  facts. 

It  is  expedient,  therefore,  that 
some  rather  clear  statcmMits  be 
made  concerning  this  so<alled 
FIFTH  GOSREL.  Firat,  it  abould 
be  said  that  It  is  not  a  FIFTH 
gospel.  It  happens  to  be  one  of 
many  jmeient  gospels  to  be  pre¬ 
served  across  the  centuries. 
These  gospels  are  not  accepted 
as  authentic  by  Christian  chur* 
ches.  They  were  omitted  from 
the  New  Testament  because  they 
did  not  meet  standards  required 
for  their  acceptance.  Some  such 
gospels  were  deliberate  target- 
les  and  of  late  migin. 

Some  invented  fantastic  leg 
ends  concerning  the  ehildhobd 
of  Jesus.  One  such  goq>el  states 
that  the  palm  trees  bowed  down 
to  the  infant  Jesus  when  be  was 
token  to  Egypt  by  Mary  and 
Joseph.  Another  atatea  that 
Jesus  once  stretched  a  wooden 
beam  to  the  proper  length  in 
Joseph’s  carpenter  shop.  When 
Jesus  was  blamed  fw  the  death 
of  a  lad  who  hod  fallen  oft  a 
housetop,  k  Ja  said  that  Jeaua 
caused  the  boy  to  rise  from  the 
dead  and  to  declare  that  Jesus 
hod  not  caused  his  death.  Jesus 
is  pictured  as  having  a  bod  tcio- 
her-  tUs  showed  itself  one  day 
by  his  causing  another  child  to 
be  turned  into  stone.  Obviously, 
these  books  were  omitted  from 
the  New  Testament.
